DESTRUCTIVE WINDS. 


Fierce Storms ISweep Over Illinois 
and Indiana JDolns Orcat 
Damage—Tlie Fire's 
Work. 


HIGHIIAND PABK, M . , April 9.—One 
of the fiercest storms ever known in 
Illinois, swept over this place at 11 
o'clock last night and did heavy damage 
to property. Although only one was 
injured, a number had narrow escapes. 
The wind came from the northwest and 
the path of destruction was about half a 
mile wide. 


The Catholic church, a large struc- 
ture, gave way befor3 the blast and fell 
into a shapeless mass. The houses of 
M. Bafferty and Martin Blettel, which 
adjoined the church on the west, were 
next blown 
over, 
their 
occupants 
fortunately escaping in 
their night 
clothes without injury. The roof was 
lilted off Mrs. Collin's large residence 
and hurled into the lot and dashed into 
splinters. 


The residence occupied by C. Stoker 
and his family was unroofed and other- 
wise damaged. Mr. Kreger's residence 
suffered similar damage, and an old lady 
in the house was seriously hurt by a 
large piece of wood which struck her in 
the side. 
Pitt's blacksmith shop, a 
large sized frame structure, was picked 
up by the wind, carried tw- nty feet and 
torn to pieces. The roof was blown off 
the large 
grocery store of Thomas 
Evans, the building was badly shattered 
andf serious damage wss done to his 
stock. The front of Goldberg's store was 
blown in and the stock scattered in all 
directions. 
The 
Central hotel lost 
nearly all its blinds and was otherwise 
damaged. 


The front of Mrs. Kenney's store was 
crushed in by the wind, and a large por- 
tion of her stock was ruined. Out build- 
ings and fences all over the place were 
blown down, trees were prostrated and 
the town was shaken up generally. The 
storm came directly from the northwest 
taking in a half a mile wide. The dam- 
age cannot be accurately 
estimated 
now, but good authorities say it will 
not be much less that $40,000. 


WABASH, Ind,, April 9.—The town of 
Middleburg was visited by fire yester- 
day, and several buildings are in ashes. 
The fire broke out in Parker's saloon, 
and spread to the adjoining buildings, 
occupied by a boot and shoe establish- 
ment and a grocery. The loss is $25,- 
000; partly insured. 


LEXINGTON, -Ky., April 9.—At 9:40 
last night, a row of frame buildings ad- 
joining 
the Kentucky 
associations' 
grounds took fire. The wind blew a 
gale, carrying the sparks to the stables 
of the association and setting them on 
fire. At 11:30 the fire was gotten un- 
der control. 
Nine frame houses and 
two stables were destroyed. Loss on 
houses, $4,500; and on stables about 
$10,000. 


LAFAYETTE, Ind., April 9.—A heavy 
wind and rain storm struck the north 
part of the city at 8:50 last night, doing 
considerable damage. 
The 
engine 
house of the Monon road was leveled to 
the ground, burying five engines in the 
debris. George Bruns, a coal heaver, 
was in the building at the time, and 
was severely injured. 
The main track 
is covered with the debris, and wreck- 
ing crews from each end of the line 
have been summoned. 


LA HABPE, 111., April 9.—There passed 
over this city about four o'clock yester- 
day afternoon from the northwest the 
heaviest hail storm that has visited this 
vicinity for a great many years. 
The 
day was very sultry. 


MOUNT 
CABBOIIII, 111., April 9.—A 
terrible storm struck here about 2 o'clock 
yesterday morning. Bain and hail fell 
in abundance. 
The wind assumed the 
force of a tonodo and over turned out 
houses, blew in windows, demolished 
chimneys and 
destroyed 
sidewalks. 
Many people took to their cellars where 
they waited for their houses to blow 
away. The storm was the worst expe- 
rienced here since the cyclone of 1886. 
Much damage was done in the surround- 
ing country. 


ATCHISON, Kan., April 9.—Bailroad 
dispatches from the Missouri Pacific 
country, in the western part of Kansas, 
say a heavy sand storm prevailed all day 
yesterday. The wind was blowing a 
furious gale, and carried with it great 
quantities of sand. Business in the 
smaller towns was entirely suspended 
and the inhabitant« were closely housed.

JIAUÎG-IIEAK'S DAY. 


{Several atnrderers Pay the Penalties 
of Their Crimes. 


EATON, Pa., April 9.—Wm. Bartholo- 
mew was executed to-day for the cold- 
blooded murder of his friend, Wm. 
Dilliard, on Friday, Sept. 6, 1889, after 
having led his wife astray. 
Bartholo- 
mew walked quietly to the scaffold, but 
after reaching it became violent, and 
cursed his accusers and his accomplice, 
Mrs. Dilliard, demanding that the latter 
be hanged. His last words were oaths. 
A few moments after the drop fell 
Bartholomew was pronounced dead. 


WAYNESBUBG, Pa., April 
8.—Zach 
Taylor was hanged here at 11:12 o'clock 
this morning. 
He walked firmly to the 
scaffold and was brave to the last. 
In 
his speech he said he was innocent; he 
never saw the man who was murdered 
and that he was going home to Jesus. 
The crime for which he was hanged was 
the murder of William McCausland, a 
well-known stock dealer, on September 


10, 1887. 


BEUJEFOUNTAINE, 
Pa., 
April 
9 . — 
Alfred Andrews was hanged here to-day. 
It was just 11:45 when the march to the 
scaffold began. When on the scaffold 
he prayed and bid all good-bye. An- 
drews' neck was not broken by the fall, 
but he died from strangulation. 
The 
crime for which Alfred Andrews was 
hanged was the murder of Miss Clara 
Price, aged sixteen years, of unblem- 
ished character, the daughter of respect- 
able and well-to-do parents. 


PITTSBUEG, April 9.—Charles Carter, 
twenty-two years of age, was hung to- 
day in Cambria county. 
He was a 
native of Richmond, Va., and a rather 
good looking negro. He had a very bad 
reputation and came from a family of 
criminals. 
The 
murder 
for which 
Charles Carter was hanged to-day was 
committed in November, 1889, in Johns- 
town in the house of John H. Boberts, 
also colored. Boberts was married to a 
white woman, and his residence was a 
resort for disreputable characters. 
Car- 
ter and his victim, Matthews, became 
infatuated with Emma Dunn, a white 
girl, who was also a frequent visitor at 
the Boberts house. Carter and Mat- 
thews quarreled about the girl. 
Carter 
shot Matthews through the breast and 
es3aped. 


EBENSBURG, Pa., April 9.—Charles 
Carter, the murderer of John Mathews, 
was hanged in the county jail at this 
j)lac8 at 1:50 o'clock this afternoon. 
Carter met his death calmly, walking to 
the scaffold with a firm tread. He made 
no speech and his neck was broken by 
the fall.

SHOT BY HIS DAUGHTER! 


The Ugly Termination of a Family 
Bow at Omaha—A Bailroad 
Han Shot by an As- 
sassin. 


OMAHA, Neb., April 9.—George Nich- 
olson, of South Omaha, was shot by his 
daughter in the street last night. 


Nicholson has had a great deal of 
trouble with his family. Monday he 
threatened to end the life of his son-in- 
law, John Brubank, with an ax and 
chased Mrs. Brubank, his daughter, with 
a pitchfork. She had her father ar- 
rested for assault with intent to kDl. 
The old man was released on $1,000 bail. 


Father and daughter met on the 
street last evening and renewed the 
quarrel. It ended by' the daughter's 
drawing a revolver and.shooting the old 
man in the right leg and thigh. As he 
was falling she placed the revolver to 
his head and pulled the trigger, but the 
cartridge did not explode. 
Mrs. Bru- 
bank is under arrest. 
It is feared that 
the father's wounds are fatal. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 9.—David 
Hunnicutt, a railroad and mining con- 
tractor, was shot bj- an unknown assas- 
sin at his home, fifteen miles east of 
here, last night. 
It is thought that the 
murder was committed by a negro whom 
Hunnicutt had discharged from his em- 
ploy. A large posse of men is search- 
ing for the assassin, who will undoubt- 
edly be lynched if caught. 


CATTLETTSBUEG, Ky., April 9.—Floyd 
county comes to the front with another 
murder. 
Saturday last Talt Hall, aged 
twenty-one, eloped with the thirteen- 
year-old daughter of his victim. The 
couple were followed by the father, 
Cannes Turner, a constable at Goodloe. 
They were overtaken, but Hall refused' 
to deliver up the girl. Fire commenced 
immediately and Turner was killed. 
Hall escaped and is still at large. 


M I N K ^ O L I S , Minn,;, April 9.—Miss 
Belle Giddings, of refined family and 
sister of a prominent lawyer named 
Befirer, shot herself in the head this 
morning at 5 o'clock while suffering 
from intense pain.

Cowles, aged eighteen, son of Congress- 
man Cowles, committed

shooting himself. The young man had 
been in poor health for some time and 
was disposed to be melancholy.

Cougle weighed 180 pounds and Do- 
honey 182 pounds. The betting favored 
Cougle. Time was called at 1 o'clock. 


In.the fifty-third round both princi- 
pals consented and a draw was agreed. 
After the fight it was ascertained that 
Cougle, in the second 
round, had 
sprained his right wrist and dislocated 
his thumb.

WmftED DEATH. 


A Stroke of liightning CLUls H i s s Ida 
Hiller and Injures John Wilson, 
a Painter. 


Miss Ida Miller, the amiable daughier 
of Mr. and Mrs. Isa^c Miller,' of South 
Calhoun street, was killed instantly by 
a stroke of lightning last evening. 


When the news of the fatality was 
learned by a SENTINEL reporter he called 
at the groceiy store of the dead girl's 
father, at the corner of Calhoun and 
Butler • streets, where the 
lightning 
struck and performed its deadly work. 


It was a scene painful and touching. 
On an improvised cot lay the form of 
the dead girl. 
The 
grief 
stricken 
parents alternately paced the floor and 
embraced the still cold form and kissed 
the pallid lips that were motionless in 
death. 


It was a sight too sacred for the resist- 
less, eager crowd of curious people who 
filled the place. Upon the arrival of 
Officer Stalhut, the crowd dispersed and 
the doors were barred. 


Then a reporter learned that about 7 
o'clock, during the severe electrical 
storm, Mr. and Mrs. Miller, 
their 
daughter Ida, a young lady of 20 sum- 
mers, and several others, including John 
Wilson, a painter from Shiloh, Ohio, 
now working in Perry Bandall's new 
hotel, were congregated in the store 
when the bolt struck the chimney. De- 
scending the flue the destroying agent 
communicated to the living rooms up 
stairs and then shot down into the store 
room, where it dealt out death in one 
brief second by taking the life of Miss 
Miller. 


Dr. A. E. Van Buskirk, who was 
called, found that the pulsations of the 
heart had ceased and to the anxious in- 
quirers he could only repeat that the 
girl was dead. 


Scheuman & Klaehn, the undertakers, 
were telephoned for and soon arrived to 
perform their offices over the body. 


Miss Miller was a model young lady. 
Her cheerful disposition and her sweet 
ways made her a general favorite. She^ 
was a leader of the Evangelical choir, 
a rehearsal of which sho had intended 
to attend last evening. 


Mr. Isaac Miller, father of the de- 
ceased, was formerly an engineer, and 
is well known. 


John Wilson, the painter, was stand- 
ing in front of the store when the shock 
came. 
He was struck by the bolt, 
which had almost spent itself, but the 
shock was a severe one and may result 
in paralysis. The man is now at the 
Jewel house, on Calhoun street. 


Mr. Ed. B. Sweet and Mr. Lohmeyer, 
assessors, who were in the store at the 
time, were both considerably shocked. 
Mr. Sweet, who stood about eight feet 
from the young lady who was killed, de- 
scribes the awful visitation thus: 


"There was a fearful crash as the bolt 
struck the chimney and descended into 
the room on its deadly mission. When it 
reached the room where we stood, the 
lights were extinguished. 
I remember 
being thrown to the floor by the force 
of the shock. I felt around for Mr. 
Lohmeyer and he was flat on his back. 
As soon as a light was procured, we 
were horrified to see Miss Miller lying 
on the floor dead."

Parties owning bnilding lots, which 
they are trying to sell, that are located 
a mile from any sewer and so far ont, 
that a sewer is not likely to reach them 
during the present centcry, are en> 
deavoring to halt the rash of home seek- 
ers into Lakeside Park addition, by 
telling them that sewers in that addition, 
if put downi low enough to drain cellars, 
would not operate in times of great 
floods, and would only admit water to 
cellars they were intended to drain. 


There is nothing in this objection for 
the following reasons: 


First : Fort Wayne residences had 
no 
sewers for fifty years. Only within 
about the last five years has even the 
central part of the residence portion of 
the city been thus supplied. 


Second: Not more than one house in 
ten in Fort Wayne, is, even now, con- 
nected with a sewer. 


Third: Nearly all the outlying addi- 
tions to Fort Wayne are so far removed 
from sewers, that it will, of necessity, 
be a long time before they can be so con- 
nected. 


Fourth: "Lakeside" 
is 
underlaid 
with ten to fifteen feet of coarse gravel. 
You have only to dig a pit fifteen feet 
deep in your back yard, wall it up 
cheaply with rough stone, cover it over, 
and carry your pipes to it from bath 
room and kitchen, and your waste water 
is disposed of without the least diffi- 
culty, even without a sewer. 


Fifth: When sewers ai-e wanted civil 
engineers say, there is scarcely a piece 
of residence property about Fort Wayne 
so easily and so cheaply sewered as 
Lakeside. The plan outlined is a main 
sewer of brick of thirty inches diameter, 
starting near the toll gate and nmning 
down the side of what is now the Mays- 
vile pike, to the poiiit selected for cross- 
ing to the river. As the land is twenty to 
twenty-five above the river bed, the 
sewer outlet could be high enough to 
escape the effect of any, but extraordi- 
nary freshets. At the outlet will be fixed 
an automatic sewer gate, which closes 
as soon as the flood reaches the necessary 
height. At this point will also be lo- 
cated a sewer pump, run by an inexpen- 
sive small 
engine, which would be 
started as soon as the flood gates closed 
and the sewers^e be thus pumped into 
the river. This system is in operation 
in hundreds of places in this country 
and throughout Europe, and as ^ y 
person can see, is simple and effective^ 
It is not likely the pump would have to 
be used to exceed forty-eight hours in a 
whole year, and the consequent expense 
would be i)raotically 
nothing. This 
main sewer, if three thousand feet long, 
would hardly cost complete, pump, en 
gine and all, more than $5,000, about 
eight dollars for each lot in the Edition 
—a mere trifle. Thus easily is this 
sewer bugbear brushed aside.

Evans, the building was badly shattered 
and serious damage WES done to his 
stock.

nearly all its blinds and was otherwise 
damaged.

WINGED DEATH. 


A Stroke of I.islitnim; Kills Miss Ida 


Miller and Injures John Wilson, 


u Painter. 


Miss Ida Miller, tho amiable daughter 


of Mr. and Mrs. Isaac Miller, of South 
Calhoun street, was killed instantly by 
a stroke of lightning last evening. 


When the news of the fatality was 


learned by a SENTINEL reporter he called 
at tho grocery store of tho dead girl's 
father, at the corner of Calliouu and 
Butler • streets, where tho 
lightning 


struck and performed its deadly work. 


It was a scene painful and touching. 


On an improvised cot lay tho form of 
tho dead girl. 
Tlie grief stricken 


parents alternately paced tho floor and 
embraced the still cold form and kissed 
the pallid lips that were motionless in 
death. 


It was a sight too sacred for the resist- 


less, eager crowd of curious people who 
filled the place. Upon tho arrival of 
Officer Stallmt, the crowd dispersed and 
the doors were barred. 


Then a reporter learned that about 7 


o'clock, during the severe electrical 
storm, Mr. and Mrs. Miller, 
their 


daughter Ida, a young lady of 20 sum- 
mers.and several others, including John 
Wilson, a painter from Shiloh, Ohio, 
now working in Perry Randall's new 
hotel, were congregated in the store 
when thr bolt struck the chimney. De- 
scending the flue the destroying agent 
communicated to the living rooms tip 
stairs and then shot down into the store 
room, where it dealt out death in one 
brief second by taking tho life of Miss 
Miller. 


Dr. A. E. Van Buskirk, who was 


called, found that the pulsations of the 
lieart had ceased and to the anxious in- 
quirers ho could only repeat that the 
girl was dead. 


Scheumau & Klaehn, the undertakers, 


were telephoned for and soon arrived to 
jerforrn their offices 01 er the body. 


Miss Miller was a model young lady. 


3er cheerful disposition and her sweet 
ways made her a general favorite. She 
was a leader of the Evangelical choir, 
a rehearsal of which sho had intended 
10 attend last evening. 


Mr. Isaac Miller, father of the do- 


ceased, was formerly an engineer, and 
is well known. 


John Wilson, tho painter, was stand- 


ing in front of the store when the shock 
came. He was struck by the bolt, 
which had almost spent itself, but the 
shock was a severe one and may result 
in paralysis. The man is now at tho 
Jewel house, on Calhoun street. 


Mr. Eel. E. Sweet and Mr. Lohmeyer, 


assessors, who were in the store at the 
time, were both considerably shocked. 
Mr. Sweet, who stood about eight feet 
from the young lady who was killed, do- 
scribes the awful visitation thus: 


"There was n fearful crash as the bolt 


struck the chimney and descended into 
;he room on its deadly mission. When it 
reached the room where wo stood, tho 
ights were extinguished. 
I remember 


aoing thrown to tho floor by the force 
of tho shock. I felt around for Mr. 
Lohmeyer and ho was flat on his back, 
As soon as a light was procured, we 
were horrified to see Miss Miller lying 
on the floor dead."

Fifth: When sewers are wanted civil 


engineers gay, there is scarcely a piece 
of residence property about Fort Wayne 
ao easily and so cheaply sewered as 
Lakeside. The plan outlined is a main 
sewer of brick of thirty inches diameter, 
starting near the toll gate and running 
down the side of what is now the Mays- 
vile pike, to the point selected for cross- 
ing to the river. As the land is twenty to 
twenty-five above the river bed, the 
sewer outlet could be high enough to 
escape the effect of any, but extraordi- 
nary freshets. At the outlet will be fixed 
an automatic sower gate, which closes 
as soon as the flood reaches the necessary 
height. At this point will also be lo- 
cated a sewer pump, run by an inexpen- 
sive small engine, which would be 
started as soon as the flood gates closed, 
and the sewerage he thus pumped into 
the river. This system is iu operation 
in hundreds of places in this country 
and throughout Europe, and as any 
person can see, is simple and effective. 
It is not lively the pump would have to 
be used to exceed forty-eight hours in a 
whole year, and the consequent expense 
would be practically nothing. This 
main sewer, if three thousand feet long, 
would hardly cost complete, pump, en- 
gine and all, more than 85,000, about 
eight dollars for each lot in the addition 
—a mere trifle. Thus easily is this 
sewer bugbear brushed aside.

with ten to fifteen feet of coarse gravel. 
You have only to dig a pit fifteen feet 
deep in your bock yard, wall it up 
cheaply with rough stone, cover it over, 
and carry your pipes to it from bath 
room and kitchen, und your waste wuter 
in disposed of without tho least diffi- 
culty, even without u sower. . 


Fifth: When sewers ure wanted civil 


engineers say, there is icorcely a piece 
of residence iiroi»erty nhout Fort Wayne 
so easily und so cheaply sewered as 
Lakeside, Tbo plan outlined is a main 
sower of brick of thirty inches diameter, 
storting near thu toll gutc and running 
down the aide of what is now the Mays- 
vile pike, to thu point selected for cross- 
ing to the river, AJB the land is twenty to 
twenty-live above the river bed, the 
sewer outlet could 1» high enough to 
escape the effect ol any, but eitraordi- 
n&ry freshets.
